ANNUAL  REPORT,  1896. 


Gentlemen. 

I. 

Within  the  area  of  my  portion  of  the  Startforth  Rural  District  there  occurred  35 
deaths,  giving  a  rate  of  mortality  of  12T7  per  1,000  inhabitants.  This  is  a  considerable 
reduction  upon  the  ratio  for  last  year. 

Infantile  Mortality  shows  also  a  great  decrease  being  5,  as  compared  with  14 
for  1895. 

Twelve  deaths  were  registered  of  persons  over  the  age  of  65. 

The  causes  of  death  were  as  follows  : — 

1.  Pulmonary  complaints  6  (including  2  from  Phthisis) 

2.  Heart  Disease  ...  7 

3.  Injuries  ...  ...  2 

4.  All  other  Complaints  20 

Total  ...  35 

The  two  deaths  under  the  heading  of  Injuries  were  cases  of  drowning. 

^  There  were  no  deaths  from  infectious  disease. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  80 

II. 

The  General  Sick- Rate  for  the  year  was  low.  There  was  a  slight  outbreak  of  Measles 
and  Whooping  Cough,  but  at  no  time  was  there  any  serious  outbreak  of  infectious 

disease. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  notified  to  me  consisted  of  6  cases  only.  Of  Scarlet  Fever  1 
case,  of  Erysipelas  5  cases. 

III. 

The  sanitary  supervision  of  the  district  has  been  carried  on  with  the  usual  care. 

The  new  water  supply  at  Rokeby  School  has  been  examined  and  found  satisfactory. 
The  water  supply  at  Lartington  was  found  to  be  polluted,  and  the  supply  inadequate. 

All  dairies  and  cowsheds  have  been  inspected,  and  found  to  be  kept  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

No  action  has  been  called  for  with  regard  to  workshops  and  factories.
